Then I said, "Are 
you?" 

He's good- 
looking, don't you think? And nice. Polite. Do you think I'm older than he is?" 

"Mom darling," I said, "you aren't older than anyone." 

I went to the kitchen where the cats were screaming to be fed. Three girls and 
two boys, all brats. Mosdy black and white. Phyllis, Fern and Alice. Ned and Ted. 
We're quite a family here on Royal Palm. 

I heated up some frozen shrimp cannoli while she was getting dressed. I was 
eating it and studying my speech from East of Eden for my Talent High audition 
when he showed up to get Mother. You know, that one James Dean does with Julie 
Harris that makes everyone cry. I couldn't get a copy of the script so I got the 
movie on cassette and copied it down. Everybody else does dip-shit stuff from Bye 
Bye Birdie. 

Mr. Paul was wearing a blue blazer and looked very smart. His hair was slicked 
down and he was wearing a tie. I wondered what he'd wear at the beach tomorrow. 
A seersucker suit maybe. He smiled and said hello to me. I smiled back as though 
very absorbed in my script. 

They left. Mom looked really great in her white suit. Her best one. And her hair 
pulled up on one side. Nothing gets past me. 

"Good night, darling," she called out. At least she didn't come over and kiss 
me. That would really have been overdoing it. 

"Good night, Mom," I said. "Have a great time." 
"Will you be all right?" 



"Yeah, I'm going over to the Club Deuce later." 

"You're not. I mean it." 

"Just kidding. I don't have fake ID," I said. 

"I'll talk to Macha and go to bed. I'm fine." 

They left. 

Macha is my best friend. She's very cool and so are her parents. They have a 
place over on North Bay Road but they are excellent. 

I called Macha and asked her if she wanted to go to the beach the next day. 
They have a pool and she never goes to the beach. She doesn't want her skin to 
age. I said, "I'll buy the sun block." She must have figured I had my reasons and 
agreed to go. I didn't tell her about Glenn Elliott Paul. I figured, what if he doesn't 
show up? Plus, this is beginning to get complicated.

He was 
with Models One. He was staying at the Breakwater. And he was going out to 
dinner with Macha. 

He had made his choice between us, and it was only fair. Macha needed a love 
interest. I'm sure Ken had no idea she was only sixteen. And besides, I had 
Glenn — my Mr. Paul — to mull over. Actually, I think Ken picked up on that. He 
may be from Chicago but you don't model for more than twenty-four hours and 
not learn something. 
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I needed money. For a lot of things. The real estate business was dead in Miami 
Beach so Mom was just squeaking by. I suppose I'll go to college when I finish 
high school in two years so I ought to be getting ready. I'm not really into clothes, 
but even so, the Reeboks, the Gap T-shirts, the leather jackets aren't free.

Swahili. 

"You've got your jams and T-shirt on. Just take it from there," Macha suggests. 
So I get up on their little stage, Louis turns on the music, and I pretend I'm at home 
in front of the mirror. I hear Macha yell over the music, "How long is each 
number?" Louis holds up one hand with all five fingers up. "That's long," she 
shouts back.

ri$s soliloquy 



Let us say, what I can tell you? Probably first, my name isn't really Iris. It's Irene. 
I've always thought it was rather a stupid name. Like a nurse. Nurses can be named 
Irene. There's something clean about it. I heard a song once years ago, "Good 
Night Irene." I used to sing it. "Good Night Irene, I hope you're clean." 
Horrible name. 

I was born in Trieste. My other name is really Mayer. At least my father's name 
was Mayer. But I was always known as Caratelli. Irene Caratelli. My mother's 
maiden name. We used it after my father went back to Germany. I shortened it to 
Carey when I modeled. 

Caratelli was my mother's name and I never asked her if it was her mother's 
maiden name. Not to say that my mother wasn't married to my father. She was. 
But he was German. You can see I have blue eyes. Gentian, someone once told me. 
Did you ever see a gentian? I never have. One of those flowers that grows in the 
Alps, very likely, that no one has ever seen. Dark blue, in any case. At least they're 
not cornflower. Ever see a cornflower? Me either. Light blue, I suppose. 

In any case. I was born in Trieste. I vaguely remember my father. I was four I 
think when he returned to Germany. They had met after the war, of course. Does 
this sound like a terrible motion picture? It always has to me — in a really rather or- 
dinary way. He had something to do with shipping things out of Trieste. He was a 
good bit older than my mother I think. Mother was his secretary. She was pretty. 
The war hadn't been over very long. Everyone was poor. I suppose it was a 
romance of a kind. 

I think the concentration camps broke up their marriage. Of course, the Italians 
shipped some Jews out, but not many. And they certainly weren't very cooperative. 
I think when my mother thought about it more and more, she developed a real 
horror of my father. She used to bring it up from time to time. Yes, I think that's 
true. I think she just couldn't get into bed with him anymore. Haven't you ever felt 
that way about someone? Suddenly you just can't bear to have them touch you. 
Sometimes I think that includes everybody. It probably depends upon how many 
people have touched you. 

So we lived together in Trieste, my mother and 1.1 went to school. She worked 
as a secretary. She called herself Caratelli and so did 1.1 suppose my father must 
have continued to send money, as we lived fairly well. I mean, I never didn't have 



plenty to eat and nice enough clothes. I wore school uniforms until I was almost 
eighteen. Thank God I look good in navy blue. 

Of course I didn't have any boyfriends. Italian girls never do. But I knew 
something about the outside world because my mother loved Capri and in the 
1950s we used to go there on our vacation in August. Perhaps my parents went 
there on their honeymoon or something. I still like to go there and did when Hugo 
was little. Now I don't want to take him because he's a nice-looking teenage boy 
and you know what Capri is. 

My mother was funny. She was very correct but she always rather liked that 
Capri atmosphere. She explained to me when I must have been about ten that there 
were men who preferred the company of other men. Which made sense to me, 
because the few boys I did know in Trieste always wanted to hang around with 
other boys their age and play marbles or make airplanes or something. 

We used to see all the movie stars and famous people from all over the world 
wandering around in those little streets. And that's how I started modeling — 
Roberto Capucci saw me in Capri with my mother. I guess I sort of looked like 
Audrey Hepburn. I had short hair at the time. And I was small for a model. I 
preceded the bigger ones like Tilly Tiziani and Mirella Freni. And Isa Stoppi. She 
was the greatest. I think she had Tunisian or Moroccan blood. She had a very 
tawny skin but was blond with pale blue eyes. Yes, she was remarkable. Probably 
still is. Tilly's dead but the others are still storming around somewhere. 

At any rate. Roberto asked my mother to bring me to the atelier. My mother 
was very reluctant because to her modeling was just one step up from prostitution. 
She wasn't wrong, of course. But she did it. Vanity, you know, is a very strong 
motivation. Her little duckling was beautiful enough to model. Roberto was sort of 
the Italian Dior at the time. Very young, very talented, very structured clothes. It 
was like climbing into the Tower of Pisa to wear one of his dresses. And of course 
I could model them well because I had no body. To wear couture you have to have 
no body at all. The duchess of Windsor, Gloria Guinness. Strange to think of those 
great femme fatales who married such famous names and great wealth. Men 
certainly didn't get all excited lying down on top of them. I suppose they did things 
in bed that the nice girls those men knew or were married to before hadn't even 
heard of. Funny how women don't think of doing that stuff until men instruct 
them. Men, the great experimenters. 

So Mother said yes, and I lived with some very nice people who were friends of 
our family and went every day to the atelier. Except for my little hat and gloves I 
still wore navy blue and might very well have still been with the nuns. There was 
certainly no one at the atelier to try to seduce me. 

But then we did the shows, and the American magazine editors were there and 
there was a big fuss about me that season and I came to New York to do pictures 



for Vogue. Honestly, I wasn't much. A little girl with brown bangs. But they had 
just been through those really big glamour girls like Suzy Parker and her sister 
Dorian Leigh. And Sunny Harnett. Ever heard of Sunny Harnett? The blonde of 
blondes. And Dovima, but honestly Dovima was always something of a joke. I was 
a change of pace, I guess. But nobody asked me out. Eileen Ford had me live with 
her. None of the photographers were interested, and I was sent back to Rome to 
Roberto still a virgin. It pleased me that I could assure my mother that this was the 
case and not be lying. And then I met Baby Baroncelli. 

I wonder where Baby Baroncelli is now? I was crazy about him. I think it was 
my pictures in Vogue that captured his interest. Not me. Because when I came 
back, Italian Vogue used me, and French Vogue. Even English Vogue a bit, although 
they were really into their English thing then. I was a hot ticket there briefly. 

At a dinner party I met him. I think he wangled an invitation because he was not 
usually running around in those kinds of circles. The friends I was staying with 
were a count and a countess, so when I went out with them we did see some nice 
people. And you know Rome. If you don't have a title you might as well kill 
yourself. But Baby tracked me down and started taking me to lunch from the 
atelier and I thought he was just wonderful. Which he was. 

He didn't work. He didn't have to. He was the heir to the Baroncelli fortune in 
Brazil. Yes, he was Brazilian really. I don't know how long the Baroncellis had 
been out there, but they made millions abusing the natives in one way or another. 
Baby was tall, he was handsome, he drove a wonderful convertible, he always had 
a tan, and he was great fun. I don't know about intelligence. He was intelligent 
enough to know how to live life in a really great way and make things seem 
exciting and wonderful to everyone who was with him. And he was married. 

I know this. He had a very publicized marriage to one of those South American 
girls whose father had made zillions in tin. And they were both Catholic. And I 
don't think either of them were particularly eager to be unmarried. They no longer 
lived together and they hadn't had any children so it was just a handy excuse to not 
marry whomever they were seeing at the present time. Like me. 

So of course I ran off to Brazil with him. He really loved me at the time I think. 
And I was still a virgin until I left for Brazil. Really. 

We had a huge penthouse on top of a building right on Copacabana Beach, 
which was really quite nice at the time. Rio was a city where you could venture 
forth carrying a purse and wearing jewelry in those days. And I had Hugo and we 
had a kind of dream life. Baby was always with us. We went to polo matches. We 
went up the coast to his beach house. We went nightclubbing. He had wonderful 
friends. The women were always beautifully dressed and had fabulous jewels. The 
men were witty and fun. It was a kind of dream. Imagine me from Trieste just a 
year before. I wasn't twenty yet. It was so different from what I know as real life it 



felt dreamlike. And I had no background. All those people around me, they were 
having a very different experience. They saw the surface and knew beneath it who 
was sleeping with whom, who really didn't have any money, who hated their wife 
or husband. I knew nothing. I learned Portuguese so I could speak to the maid and 
that was about all I learned in Rio. It's funny, you know how everyone is wearing 
aquamarines these days? Showing off their new aquamarine necklace? When I 
lived in Rio the maid wore aquamarines. 

And then Baby fell in love with another man. When I look back it was in the 
cards that he fall in love with someone. We'd been together two years. Hugo was 
something over a year old. I was a sap. What did I know about hanging on to a 
man? What do I know now? I'm Italian. Once you have a baby all you think about 
is him. 

I was good company. And not stupid. I was well read for a girl my age. I could 
keep up in conversations. I don't think I bored him particularly. It was just that he 
was a millionaire who was used to getting what he wanted, when he wanted it, and 
two years of me was about what he wanted. I figured this out when I came back 
from the beach early and found him having fun naked on the white couch in the 
living room with some guy named Larry, a young American, who had turned up in 
Rio a few months before. 

You know how you are at that age. I wasn't just stunned or furious or shocked. I 
was crazy. When you are really rejected in such a thunderclap way, you just have 
to run out of there.

There have been about four of them in Italy. 

I did very well. Vogue grabbed me up, and then I became the Lady Lillian 
brassiere girl. You remember that campaign. 



"Imagine me at the Waldorf with Lady Lillian." That was me. My little Hugo 
and I had some money. We had a better apartment. He went to a nice school. I was 
always home in the evening. Models didn't travel constanly in those days. Most of 
our work was in studios in the city. And then we'd do catalog. Day in and day out 
for mucho dinero. 

How did I get to Miami Beach? I met a man. Don't all my stories start that 
way? He had the idea of starting a real estate business here with my money. And 
now he's gone, but I've still got the business. And although it's been rotten since 
just after we got here five years ago, with this new Art Deco revival things are 
looking much better. My English is very good? It should be. I've never lived in 
Europe again. My mother and I are reconciled and she's been here twice, but Hugo 
doesn't speak Italian, so their relationship is limited. Well, that's the story. 
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He was waiting for me when I came out of the club. It wasn't so late, we'd just 
done our third show. It was Saturday night, my second night, three shows a night. I 
came out the front door, we don't really have a back door, and was planning to ride 
my bike home. It was locked up to a tree down the block. The club hadn't closed 
yet but we'd done our last show. Myrtle Beach (his real name is Fred Gooley, 
which probably started his whole fantasy) came out with me. The other guys were 
hanging around in the club, trying to get lucky I suppose.

"I think he knows the score. I definitely get the impression that he's no amateur 
sexually. I'm the amateur sexually and I know all this stuff isn't brand new to 
him." 

"Where is all this stuff taking place, if I may ask?" 

"He has a little flat in Coconut Grove now. He left the beach." Macha always 
refers to apartments as "flats" since she made that trip to England two years ago. 
"And a couple of times he's been over to the house when my folks were away on 
trips." 

"What do they think of him?" I asked. 

"My mother thinks he's gorgeous. She would. And he reads The New Yorker 
and they talk about whether the new one is as good as the old one. She thinks he's 
fine. And my father doesn't like him as he has never liked any guy I've hung out 
with and never will. So what's new?" 

"And what's his plan, Macha?" 



"This is weird, too. He wants to be an actor, but he doesn't want to model 
because he thinks that no one would take a male model seriously as an actor." 
"He's right." 

"Have you told him you're in love with him?" I asked her. 

"Oh, Hugo. People don't do that," she said. 

"Yeah, they do, Macha. The next time you see Ken I think you have to tell him 
you love him. You've gone far enough with this fooling around stuff. And it's not 
good for him, either. He's going to get all that semen backed up and get an 
infection." 

Macha said, "You're kidding." 

"No, honestly, Macha. I don't know very much but I know that things have to 
move forward or they go off the track and strange things happen. Or they stop. Or 
you have to stop them. You're not really suffering from all this, are you?" 

"Not emotionally," she said. "But I will if this goes much further like this. And 
I don't want to suffer. I wasn't brought up to suffer." 

"Oh, that I'm sure of. That I'm sure of." 

As I rode my bike home I thought that this was relatively heavy stuff for us to 
be talking about. But then, maybe the kind of things you see on the old television 
shows about teenagers, maybe that is relatively light stuff. I mean, Romeo and 
Juliet and all that.

Zero. Architecture? Two on a one-to-ten if you like dinky little frame cottages. 
People? Please. There is no beauty in Key West. Only torn off jeans shorts. I think 
Mom thinks it's more relaxed. I'll give her that. If a coma is your idea of 
relaxation. 

I was very happy to stay in Miami Beach. And besides, what would the sleeping 
accommodations be in Key West? A motel room with two double beds? A cottage 
with two bedrooms? There could be no good solution. 

And then it turned cold. I kind of love it when we have a kind of winter here for 
a few days. Everyone gets hysterical that they have to wear a cardigan sweater. 
They run around saying things like "It's 65 degrees!"

Since we're in the tropics 
we don't have a Christmas tree but try to do something festive in a Christmassy 
way. Last year we bought a lot of red lights and wound the entire trunk of the royal 
palm tree in our front yard with them. So the trunk was this glittering kind of pillar 
rising as high as the house. I had to climb the ladder and do the top part. Mom held 
it at the bottom. It was fun. 



This year we're going to make miniature palm trees of the pillars on the front 
porch and use the red lights to wind around the pillars. I cut fake palm leaves out 
of green cardboard and taped them around the top of the pillars. There are only 
four of them and not so terribly high. Tomorrow I'll start winding the lights. We'll 
probably have to buy some more. 

It's all right that it's cold. Let's just hope it doesn't rain. And melt my 
cardboard palm leaves. And electrocute us all when we put on the lights. 

We'll have Christmas dinner at The Strand. Neither Mom or I like the kind of 
food people eat at Christmas. Turkey really isn't very tasty. And all those mashed 
potatoes and yams and things. I do like stuffing, but it seems kind of silly to eat 
something just to get at what's inside. And then there are those broccoli sprouts. 
Where did anyone get the idea that they were food? 

We'll have a nice supper at home on Christmas Eve and then we'll exchange 
our presents. I've been shilly-shallying around trying to decide what to get Mom 
and decided I'd get her an old silver Hermes bracelet I saw in one of the Deco an- 
tique stores. It's made like miniature horse bits I guess, but each link is a different 
design. It's cool, with a very secure kind of little clasp so it can't fall off. I want to 
get her something that won't wear out, like a cashmere sweater. And I'm certainly 
not going to get her something practical like a new ironing board. She needs one 
but she can get that for herself. I want her to have something that she can look at 
years from now and remember how I was, how we were, what our lives were like 
way back then, that Christmas long ago when I gave her a silver bracelet. 

I don't know what to get Glenn. Maybe a cashmere sweater. I can afford it. 
Navy blue. That will eventually wear out. 

Yesterday we went for a walk down on the beach. The three of us. The seas are 
very high. Pale green and silvery, piling in and crashing high. Glenn went in but I 
was afraid to.

Getting out of those 
Lycra shorts was kind of a problem, but I rode in on my bike, which made a big 
hit. And there's lots of gear to take off, what with the helmet and the goggles and 
the gloves and the sneakers. I went down to a bikini but I kept my socks on. That 
little creative touch. Then put all my clothes in the bike basket and rode off. It was 
a pretty good act if I do say so. 

Maximum was doing his swimming bit then. He didn't really strip but came on 
soaking wet with one of those rubber caps and goggles and a big towel and worked 
with the towel. He was good, Maximum. For a big guy, he could really move. 

Coco Rico was doing his number on skates. Tricky. Roller blades. He wore all 
that real outsize stuff so he could get it off over the skates. He went down to one of 
those Brazilian butt- barers and kept his cap on. He was always a big favorite since 
he has such a good time doing his act. He loves the attention. 

Myrtle Beach was in trouble with his Top Model number because Linda 
Evangelista and Christy Turlington and that bunch were going out of style and all 
those little waifs were coming in. So he threw the whole thing over and did a 
Carmen Miranda bit. He made all his own costumes and he got a look going that 
was excellent. Myrtle is a biggish guy and when he put on those wedgies he was 
big. The MC introduced him as the Towering Inferno. It was true. With that turban 
with all the fruit on it he could hardly get onstage. He put a real banana in the 



headdress, which he took out and ate during the act. Kind of obvious but the crowd 
loved it. He told me he got the inspiration seeing an Andy Warhol retrospective 
over at the Alliance on Lincoln Road. They had a short with a drag queen called 
Mario Montez on a couch, eating a banana. It was called "Normal Love." Great, 
right? 

I kind of thought my little bicycle act got lost in the shuffle with all the other 
acts, but one night there was this guy waiting backstage who wanted to talk to me. 
He said, "Hi, I'm Mike Merkin. I'd like to talk to you." Yes, Merkin was the name. 
Can you imagine being called Merkin? Wouldn't you change it to anything? Even 
Jerkin? Anyway. He said he represented Sophie-Louise Models in Miami Beach. 
I'd heard of them. He had been a model himself I was sure. He still had kind of ru- 
ined good looks. Soft and crumbling. You know he had to be just like his looks. 
His face wouldn't look that way if he wasn't soft and crumbling himself. "I want 
you to come see me," he said. "You shouldn't be here. You're wasting your time. 
These other guys have nothing going for them."

"Everybody's just doing it for the money. Even the ones who are giving sailors 
blowjobs for fifty cents. What kind of money is the question. At least if you were 
modeling you could tell your mother."

Everybody had cleared out by now and we were all alone backstage. I could 
hear all the noise out front. Coco must have just gotten there. "You don't have to 
mingle, do you?" Mr. Merkin said. 



"No," I said. "Nobody has to. The rest of the guys like to. But I'm too young." 

"How old are you, Hugo?" Mr. Merkin asked. 

"Sixteen, I'll be seventeen in June," I told him. "I guess if you're big enough, 
you're old enough," he said. "That's from a Judy Holliday movie," he added. 

"Yeah," I said. "It Should Happen to You. " He nodded his head at me. 

"Very good, Hugo. Very good." 

"Thank you, Mr. Merkin," I said. I shook his hand. "I have my bike so I don't 
need a lift. And I will come see you this week." 

"I'm there all day," he said. "You know where it is probably. We have our own 
building."

Let's wait until you've got some 
pictures from somebody else and see what he thinks. I know Richard Noble out on 
the coast, Frank Scavullo, and Harry Monteverde." I knew Harry Monteverde 
because he had just done this big section in "Details" on Jean- Claude Van 
Damme. Very cool. So he called Monteverde, who said he was coming down to 
Miami to do a shooting in a couple of weeks and would definitely do some pictures 
of me. How did Glenn Elliott know Monteverde? Best not to ask. But he told me.

Not 
as handsome as my little Hugo, but he's got something. Nice skull. Nice profile. So 
young he's probably dreaming about being a model and hoping someone will see 
him here. And then what awaits him. To be one of that second- rate gang that 
hangs around Versace. For someone who's able to afford anybody he wants, he 
doesn't seem to have great taste. So different from when I was modeling. I suppose 
there must have been teenage boys who did catalog or-something, but who ever 
saw them? Male models then were guys who looked great in evening clothes, 
smoking. I suppose somebody's idea of what a successful New York businessman 
looked like. Slender, good hair, chiseled features. You really worked with them 
rarely. They did menswear. We did womenswear and never the twain did meet. 
Sometimes in a television commercial. They held you in their arms, laughing at the 
end. Three-second scene. Bill Loock is the only one I really remember. Still very 
handsome. 



When I look around this room there are probably half a dozen guys here I could 
have an affair with. How many really? Maybe many more in fact who are available 
and if I went after them could land them. But how to know? Maybe I should stand 
up and in a loud voice say, "Will all the straight guys who might want to have an 
affair with a still attractive older woman please line up against the far wall? " Then 
I could go take names and addresses and take it from there. 

Maybe that's how God or Destiny or whatever protects us from ourselves. 
Think of the long and exhausting process of finding out each one of these guys is 
not bright, not faithful, hung up about making bamboola with the lights on . . . 
When you think what goes into a relationship of any depth even for a few years it's 
overwhelming. Fortunately they come, pass by, not sure what they're looking for 
or why they're working to stay attractive, and go their way. Otherwise we'd be up 
to our necks in starting affairs, in the throes of affairs, getting over affairs. Five 
more minutes to go. 

There's the Handsomest Man in the World. I always count it a good day when 
he shows up here. I think he's French, even if he does look like Guy Madison with 
dark hair. He's got his look down cold. Very tan. Always wears green and 
turquoise. Turquoise eyes. I wish I could see him better but I'd have to be close 
and he never does the rowing machines and I'm not going to wear my glasses at 
the gym. 

Big muscles. Large thighs. Not too tall, and not really all that great proportions. 
But he definitely has allure. A star waiting. He's the sort of guy you can fall head 
over heels in love with, knowing nothing about them and not having to know any- 
thing. It's just "come over here and let me slot you right into my fantasies." His 
skin looks like it would be very smooth. He doesn't seem to have any body hair. 
Probably a male stripper. Can a male stripper make it to Hollywood? I'm sure 
some have. Probably poorly equipped. Probably stupid. Isn't that what they always 
say about beautiful women? At least beautiful women can get those tits right up 
front so there's no question about equipment. And now with the implants nobody 
needs to run around being sneered at anymore. Men are lucky. They just tuck it 
away in their little jockey shorts and it all has to be left to the imagination. When 
you get these gigantic hulks lumbering around here, no matter what they've got it 
would look ridiculous. Someone should tell them that. Finally. Zero Zero. Now for 
the inner thigh machine. Thirty times. In four sequences. 

Should I feel guilty finding these kids attractive who are only a little older than 
Hugo? I think there's some kind of taboo thing that kicks in so you don't find your 
own kid sexy. Well, I guess not for everybody. But Larry at the office was saying 
that when he was married, before he finally clambered out of the closet, he was 
glad he only had daughters, because it would have been terrible to have feelings for 
a son. I told him heterosexuals have exactly the same setup. In all honesty, I can 
see how cute Hugo is but I truly don't feel anything as I might for an equally cute 
kid who was no relation. Like that guy the Handsomest Man in the World is 



talking to right now. The Second Handsomest Man in the World. Short legs and 
not a perfect profile, but he's definitely got something. Funny how shortish men 
have that "cock of the walk" strut when they walk. Tall men in this country often 
have that slightly bowlegged walk lik e their feet hurt a little. Anyway, I think when 
you've seen someone as a tiny baby and at every stage of their body changing and 
coming into being grown up it's pretty hard to see them as some kind of studly sex 
object. In fact, I can't help but think that all these guys were little twerps having to 
have their diapers changed and being a pain in the ass about eating their cereal. 
Kind of makes all the Stardust disappear.

Mike Merkin calls me. I can tell he's really excited. He has a casting for me for a 
TV pilot. Somebody's planning a teen show, like the Beverly Hills one, set in 
Miami Beach. And they're casting. He has some scripts. I have to come over right 
away and start rehearsing. 

Mike likes me and I kind of like him. Under those falling- apart Ray Milland 
looks there's somebody who's really not all that ambitious. I think his looks kind 
of dragged him into this and he's smart enough to have learned the ropes, but he 
knows that even if you make it big in Hollywood you still might not have a life. 
There's something kind of fatherly about him, unlikely as it may seem. And ever 
since Miami Vice bit the dust around here, everybody's been kind of waiting for 
something major league to happen. Miami Teenage Vice may be on its way. 

I rehearse my part in an episode of South Beach. Macha rehearses with me, and 
of course, she's ten times better than I would ever dream of being. She's the hot 
one, not me. I don't know why everybody else doesn't see it. We even improve on 
the dialogue. I know they hate that, but I figure, I don't really like this a whole lot 
better than working at the Bomber Club, I have no plans for going to Hollywood, 
and Macha and I are having a lot of fun with this thing. 

And that's sort of how I got a role in the pilot for South Beach. I play Hugo. The 
writers liked my name so they called my character by my name. What's great is 
that I got a letter of rejection from Talent High School the same day I got the part 
on the show. I can put that in my memoirs. 

I read those stories in Details or Interview about how somebody graduates from 
high school and waits tables for a few months and then goes for a reading and 
voila! They're a big star. Sleeping with somebody isn't really the story, but look. 
Christian Slater's mother was a casting director. You don't miss many auditions 
that way. And Julia Roberts's brother was already a star and her parents were 
actors and her fiance (the one she didn't marry) was the son of a BIG star. 
Entrenched is the word, I think. Sleeping with somebody is just a start. Marrying 
someone is more like it. So I was lucky. I didn't marry the casting director. I think 
they liked the fact that I looked like exactly what they were looking for. Tan, 
blond, not too tall, full of fun. I mean, I wasn't exactly playing Macbeth when I 
took that audition. 

But they didn't take Macha. They were interested, but she doesn't look enough 
like a starlet for them. 



Macha pulled herself together right away as soon as it became clear she wasn't 
going to make it. I think the fact she is so involved with Mr. Ken Yellow Trunks 
helped. I think she is letting herself play the role of pretty high school girl who's 
got a boyfriend. She's never done it before. She was always too major league for 
the guys in our school so she'd never really had a full-time boyfriend before. Her 
folks are not keen on it. Particularly her mother. 

She's really seen it all, Matilda, and I think she got the picture right away that 
Macha is kind of on automatic pilot and her heart isn't in it. And where is there to 
go with it, really? She obviously isn't going to marry this guy, who is working as a 
waiter. I think Macha has been kind of jealous of me and Glenn Elliott. The fact 
that I was so blown away by him. I don't know. I can't be sure of that. 

So here I am, working my ass off on South Beach. First, most of the other 
teenagers on the show are in their twenties. Ferdinand Bach, who plays the main 
lead, is twenty-six. And he can act. When Ferdy and I have a scene together, I 
really want to throw up. Every take he does something a little different. He knows 
where the camera is. He knows which side he wants to be on. He's like Pavlov's 
dog. The minute he hears "Action" it is a different Ferdy Bach at work. He actually 
doesn't even look like a teenager until he hears those bells. Imagine me. I couldn't 
really be anyone else than myself. I feel really dumb. 

But they are all really nice to me. Missy Maloney, who is my girlfriend on the 
show, is extremely swell. She is only a year older than me but has been making TV 
commercials and stuff lik e that since she was four. But she has taught me a lot, 
always rehearses with me, and even coached me for my scenes with other people. 

And of course I'm seeing a lot of Glenn, too. I started putting it to him from the 
front and he is digging it. I dig it myself. Don't you wonder what the positions we 
take when we're having sex have to do with the relationship we have with each 
other? 

I mean, he liked me to kneel so he can see me while I was working him over 
and he pulled himself off at the same time. We've got very good at it so we're 
coming together all the time. I fall on him. He kisses me very passionately and 
gratefully. It's great. But we never stay overnight together. Sometimes I'll stop by 
on my bicycle on my way to rehearsal and he's still in bed. Or sometimes he picks 
me up after shooting and we get it on before he comes home with me for dinner. 
Sleeping with your mother's boyfriend has its points, not many people get suspi- 
cious. 

I think Alan Axthelm, who is also on the show, gets the picture. He's gay and 
doesn't make any bones about it, even though he plays a football hunk. I saw him 
sizing up Glenn Elliott when he came around to pick me up one day. And you 
know how it is with gay guys. Once you sleep with other guys you sort of spot the 



ones who are capable of it. And I don't mean the screamers. There's nothing in the 
gesture or look or anything, it's just there. Like some kind of radio signal. The only 
kind of clue sometimes is that they act a little more butch than is absolutely 
necessary. You know, that kind of rolling footballer walk. Not even footballers 
walk that way. 

The next day Alan said, "That was a great-looking guy that picked you up last 
night. " 

"Yeah," I said, "my mother's boyfriend." 

"Lucky mother," he said. "She's got you and she's got him." 

"Not exactly in the same way," I told him. 

"I should hope not, " he said. And snorted and walked away laughing and 
shaking his head back and forth. Alan is an all right guy and I think being involved 
in a little sophisticated repartee tickled him and made him feel better about playing 
the football dolt. Actually, Macha would get along great with him. Too bad he's 
gay. Oh. How many times those words must have been spoken in this world. 

Despite our fooling-around conversation I think Alan has figured out something 
could be going on. But what interests me more is what is going on when Glenn 
Elliott wants me to be the "plugger" instead of the "pluggee." Maybe he wants me 
to be more masculine and doesn't want me to get used to being the "girl." Or 
maybe he's always liked being the under partner. Maybe he gets tired of having to 
hand it out in a masculine way all the time and occasionally likes to relax and have 
it handed to him. I'll never know. It's the kind of thing even if you discussed it, he 
wouldn't want to talk about it. Or couldn't talk about it. Or it would ruin 
everything. 

It probably had nothing to do with it, but Glenn Elliott was all of a sudden 
doing great in Miami Beach. I don't know where the money came from but he 
bought a small hotel on Drexel and redid it for models. Then the agency Les Girls 
came in from Paris to open an office and he rented them space on the mezzanine of 
the hotel. The hotel is called the Lurline. I thought it had probably been named for 
somebody's mother but it turns out it was a ship that used to run between San 
Francisco and Hawaii. Then he rented space on the ground floor to some people 
who opened the Faune there, very trendy with furniture designed by Philippe 
Starck. Glenn Elliott has a very good sense about things as far as decoration and 
style goes. How he learned that in the Marines I don't know but he had Barbara 
Hulanicki design the paint job for the Lurline and for once it doesn't look like an 
explosion in a confetti factory. It really looks good. Turquoise, white, and navy 
blue. Nautical. But nice. And the combination of the club and the model agency 
keep the place filled up with models all the time. The Faune isn't a disco so if you 
stayed in the hotel you could get some sleep at night. And Glenn Elliott had the 



windows double glazed and added central air-conditioning so the models could 
sleep. No matter how thick or how crazy they may be, there's one thing all models 
are very strict about. Sleep. Sleep. Sleep. 

So Glenn is hitting it. Big time. All those little papers like Stretch and Dynamite 
and Veer always have pictures of all the parties at the Faune,, and Time took a 
picture of him in front of the Lurline and maybe are going to use it in their big 
article on the beach. 

And Mom has been doing pretty well, too. In addition to selling the Lurline to 
Glenn Elliott she has been doing some somewhat more major deals. The Germans 
are evidently handing her name around, so when new ones hit town they call her 
looking for apartments and even some buildings. So we were all rushing around 
doing our thing. 

So what can I tell you about the pilot? Finally, it was never terribly exciting. 
You get your script. You go to your room and memorize the lines. Maybe you do 
some private rehearsal with whoever' s playing opposite you. You go to rehearsal 
and you shoot it. It gets a little complicated when you're busy learning your lines 
for tomorrow's shoot and you're shooting the scene you memorized yesterday, but 
everybody's pretty cool about it. And if you get stuck on your lines they put up the 
idiot cards behind the camera so you can read it if you just can't get it into your 
head. 

We were doing a lot of the shooting at my high school, which was a little weird. 
Acting a role in the same hallways and rooms where you are really going to school. 

I was the only Miami Beach person in the cast, but a lot of the extras are from 
school. That was the hardest part, acting in front of those people I saw around all 
the time at school. They cast some of the teachers, too, as extras and my favorite, 
Mr. Korman, who taught my English class last year, was there. They should have 
given him a part. He's great in his own bizarre way. He looks like Jacques Tati. 
You know, Mr. Hulot 's Holiday ? Like some great looming bird about to sweep 
down upon you, always kind of leaning forward. 

We always had lunch served by caterers and we all ate together and I always 
went over and hung around with the kids from school if they were working that 
day. And I talked to Mr. Korman often, too. He said to me one day, "Hugo, are you 
keeping a journal of all this? " 

"What do you mean, journal?" 

"A kind of diary. You write very well, Hugo. You should be writing this all 
down. It's a unique experience and when you go to college this could make for 
some very interesting papers." 



"Maybe I won't go to college," I told him. "Maybe I'll go to Hollywood to 
pursue my acting career." A lot of kids from school were impressed with the fact I 
had this part and talked about when I started making movies and how I could 
become a big star. I wasn't taking it seriously but I kind of wanted to bait the trap 
for Mr. Korman and see what he'd say. "Why don't I think you're going to do that, 
Hugo? " he said. Looking at me like a big parakeet with a sense of humor. "Why 
do I think you have other plans for yourself, Hugo?" He ended most of his 
sentences with the name of the person he was talking to. I guess it sort of keeps 
you alert. More likely from talking to so many different kids in class. "You're 
quite good, you know. You're quick. I watch your scenes and the director doesn't 
have to tell-you twice to do something. But I think that's your brains at work. 
Acting is very easy for you, Hugo. This kind of acting. But I don't think you're 
very excited about it. We had a governor of Connecticut like that once. Lodge. He 
had been out in Hollywood in the 1930s and had done some leading man parts in 
movies. And then became a lawyer and went into politics. Acting wasn't enough to 
hold his attention. Even though he was good-looking, he wasn't vain. The idolatry 
part didn't interest him. Quite an interesting guy. Had a beautiful wife, too. That's 
how you can tell if a good-looking man is vain. The self- centered ones don't want 
the competition of a beautiful wife. They're always paired up with some plain lady 
who can't believe her luck." 

I love this kind of talk. First, it's about me. And second, it's contradictory to all 
the stuff you read and hear everywhere else. I hear this kind of thing from my mom 
but we understand each other so well that we don't often speak about it. 

I said to Mr. Korman, " Since we're talking about me, tell me more." 

He said, "I think you're a smart kid, Hugo. I always think it's kind of interesting 
if you can encourage somebody to skip some of the mistakes the rest of us make 
and, if they're smart enough, I think it can be helpful. I'm sure you know that 
being rich and famous isn't the point. Learning something and passing it on to 
others isn't a bad overall plan." 

"But isn't acting doing something like that?" I asked him. 

"Ooh, I don't think so," he said. "Actors are kind of paper dolls to demonstrate 
someone else's ideas, don't you think? And then they don't even want to do that. 
They want to stay themselves, which is what people want to see anyway. How 
much is there to learn from seeing Mel Gibson being Mel Gibson? Now, writing 
for the movies is something different. But I don't know how different. What kinds 
of movies do you like, Hugo?" 

"I liked Damaged. " 

"You did? That's interesting? Why?" 



"Actually, it was the idea of obsession that interested me. I thought Jeremy Irons 
wasn't hot enough. That's a movie that Mel Gibson would have been great in, but 
he would never have had the nerve to do it. And Juliette Binoche was it. She was 
just an obsessive object and that was enough for her." 

What would you have called Mr. Korman's expression? Quizzical? Not a word 
I'd ever heard anyone use but suddenly it went exactly with that expression. "You 
surprise me, Hugo," he said. 

"I surprise myself," I told him; and went back inside where the AD was 
screaming himself hoarse trying to get us together for the next scene. And I 
continued to think about what Mr. Korman had said and even a bit about Mr. 
Korman himself. Obviously gay, but no come-on. A real good egg. I was going to 
have to talk to Mr. Korman some more. 

There were some other people to talk to around the set. Not many. But some. 
There were eight principals on the show. In addition to Ferdy Bach, Missy, Alan 
Axthelm, and me there was Andrea Bellemere, who played the bad girl; Filomena 
Gorse, who is English and plays the intellectual transfer student; Mitzi Vanderbilt, 
the little cute one who is everybody's ,best friend who is a real Vanderbilt and 
actually quite okay; and Milton Weinstein, who is black and Jewish and in my 
book really, deeply, truly sexy. Milton always says they cast him because they got 
two token minority groups in one and could save on salary. He also always claimed 
that they didn't pay Mitzi at all because she already had so much money. 

Milton was tops to work with. He was the other principal from Miami besides 
me, although he had been out in Hollywood working when they cast him. 

Milton is from across the bay. Like me, he only had his mother, but never ever 
saw anybody who might have been his father. He told me his mother knew who it 
was but that he disappeared and his name was Milton Weinstein. So my pal is re- 
ally Milton Weinstein, Jr. Cool, huh? Milton knows he was a gambler and 
somebody in that family was very good-looking because Milton is mucho good- 
looking. When I talk to Milton I feel like I've been nowhere and seen nothing. 
He's been through the mill at twenty and it hasn't fazed him a bit as far as I can 
see. 

He left Miami when he was sixteen and went to Chicago to live with an aunt. I 
kept trying to draw some comparisons with what's going on with Glenn and me 
but it was quite different. Quite. Milton was out hanging around in the streets 
picking up guys for money and this older white guy picked him up and took him 
home and sent him to school and then sent him off to the coast and kept an eye on 
him financially. Still will, I guess, if he needs help. 

I asked him, "But Milton, didn't it make you feel kind of creepy going to bed 
with an old guy?" 



He said, "Mr. Arno isn't that old, and besides, you know, he's just a nice guy. 
He's Jewish, too. And I think he got a kick out of having a little Jewish friend who 
was black. I mean, let's face it, Hugo. What are you going to do with another guy? 
It's suck or fuck, right?" Nobody had ever put it quite so neatly before, but I 
couldn't tell him he was wrong. 

He went on. "And Mr. Arno was so nice to me. Most guys the second they've 
sucked you off or whatever just hand you some cash and open the car door. Fred 
wasn't like that at all. 

He was really fun and always wanted to make sure I had enough to eat and had 
warm clothes. Chicago is cold, you better believe it. 

"The first night I spent with him he took me right out the next morning and got 
me a good coat. In a good store. I knew he was totally cool because it didn't bother 
him at all when the clerks saw us together. He told the clerk I was his nephew. It 
was a blast. And you know, I think he kind of thought I was. He was shocked when 
he found out I didn't go to school and he insisted I go and helped with my 
homework. And I zipped right through it. He wanted me to go to college but I went 
to acting school and his friends helped get me an agent and here I am, two hundred 
crowd shots as an extra later, back in my own hometown." 

I asked him, "But do you love Mr. Arno?" 

"Look, Hugo, there's these two kinds of love. No, he doesn't turn me on. At all. 
But I love him very much for being concerned about me. ... It's like a parent with 
a little sex thrown in. And he knows that. He finds me a big turn-on, for whatever 
reason. I like him so much I want him to be happy. I suppose it's what a lot of 
women feel when they get married." 

"That's all very well for women, " I said. "All they have to do is lie there." 

"Well," said Milton, "maybe all you have to do is lie there. And if someone 
wants to give you a blow job, Mr. Penis knows no reason. 

"And on the other hand there's that kind of love where you just go crazy over 
how someone looks. Who can say why? It's not the size of their penis or how big 
their arms are, it's just what they are. Awful, isn't it? But if it wasn't for that there 
wouldn't be any movie stars. They look like something that rings a lot of people's 
bells. Tom Cruise . . . nobody cares how he acts. And if it wasn't for him there'd 
never be a Jeff Stryker. He's a Tom Cruise stand-in going all the way." 

"But have you ever been in love like that?" I wanted to know. "Can I afford to 
be?" Milton said. "My mother was, and look what it got her. Me and a lifetime of 
cleaning houses for a bunch of creeps. I want to be one of the creeps who hire 



other people to clean their houses. And I want my mother to be in that house being 
nice to whoever is cleaning in a way that practically nobody has been to her. Well, 
yeah, I have been in love like that a couple of times. But you know, nobody wants 
to just throw it all over and go somewhere and just be in love for the rest of their 
lives. At least in L.A. Oh, it's very complicated, Hugo. I'm black. I don't want 
some white guy paying my bills in exchange for a little ass now and again. And I 
don't think that's a very modern idea. Even women don't want that anymore. It's 
too boring. 

"And everybody knows too much. They know that love wears off after while, 
so they just wait until it's worn off, and then they ditch you. That's the modern 
way." 

"So what's your plan?" I wanted to know. 

"Oh, basically I'm a silly fool, like everybody else. I think I'm going to be 
successful and make enough money to take care of myself. And also going to meet 
somebody whose exterior packaging gives me a jolt and whose interior personality 
is good and faithful and loyal and all the rest of that shit. One thing I can tell you, 
unless they're superior to me we haven't got a chance together, plus remember I'm 
talking about another man." 

I had noticed with both Milton and Mr. Korman that they talked to me assuming 
I was gay. I mean, is it stamped on my forehead or something? So I said to Milton, 
"Milton, why do you think I'm gay?" and he said, "I don't know you're gay. I just 
sure as hell hope you are because you are one cute guy. And smart. And nice. 
You've got a lot going for you, Hugo, whether you're AC or DC or a switch-hitter. 
You must have excellent parents." 

"I have an excellent mother," I told him. "And then there's AIDS," I added. 

"And then there's AIDS," Milton said. "And then there's AIDS. God, I hate the 
taste of rubber. But that's how it goes these days. As if it wasn't hard enough to get 
laid, let alone fall in love. You have to mar the magic by stopping and suiting up as 
though you're going scuba diving. But whatever you do, Hugo, be careful. No 
matter what anyone tells you, there is nobody to be trusted." I thought about Glenn 
Elliott. "Nobody. When guys get a chance to sink a little peter they just hate to 
pass it up. It's a rare bird that can say 'No, thanks.' Even these days." 

I wondered if I was going to be as knowledgeable as Milton when I was his age. 
I asked him, "Milton, are you involved with anyone on the show?" 

"No." 

"Are you going to be?" 



"Well, like with who, or should I say whom?" Milton said. 

"There's Alan Axthelm." 

"What are we supposed to do together?" he said. "Bump pussies?"

So we finally stopped shooting the television pilot. Which is okay because I really 
wasn't interested. Acting really isn't me. If I had written a book I'd be down at the 
bookstore all the time to see if anybody was buying it. That I would really want. 
But the show, it never really captured my interest. 

And I was still interested in school. Particularly Mr. Korman's English class. At 
our last counseling conference he asked me, "So, Hugo, who are your favorite 
authors?" I told him, "Well, I guess Charlotte Bronte and Jane Austen and Muriel 
Spark. And I like The Wide Sargasso Sea by Jean Rhys. And I love M. F. K. 
Fisher's Map of Another Town. " 

I wasn't trying to give him a jolt or anything. I was just thinking about the 
books I like best. 

He said, "The Fisher book, that's kind of an unusual selection. But excellent. 
How about Hemingway and Fitzgerald? Don't you like them?" 

And I told him, "Don't you get the impression when you read books like 
Hemingway that they're really kind of mythical stories and Hemingway himself is 
the hero? That's the feeling I get from a lot of these men writers. That they dream 
up this story and it's really about them and how they would do things and how they 
would behave. You know like the James Bond books, and most of these spy 
thrillers." 

"Well, of course that's not really great literature," Mr. Korman said. "How 
about John Updike?" 

"Well, he's good," I told him. "But the things I like best are when he writes 
about his mother and his real life. Then you feel something good there. The rest is 
interesting, but you get the feeling he wants you to feel a certain way about him. 
I'd like to meet him. You know, once you see somebody an awful lot of things 
become clearer. Like why they're trying to peddle a certain idea about themselves. 
But women aren't that way. When they write they don't seem to want you to think 
they're sexy or beautiful or wonderfully brilliant. I just get the feeling they're 
trying to let you know how they feel or what they think about something." 

"You have a point," Mr. Korman said. "But there are some men writers I think 
you'd like, even if they'd be a little heavy going for you right now. Like Proust. 
Proust wrote all these books with hundreds of characters and he himself is hardly 
present. And Gertrude Stein is like that. So self-centered, but when she wrote she 



wasn't in there herself. Except for The Autobiography of Alice B. Toklas, which 
she wrote."

ugo thinks about france and other tilings 



I rode my bicycle home slowly from school. One of those Miami Beach winter end 
of the days. The sky lavender, the clouds pink, the water in Indian Creek 
sometimes turquoise, sometimes lime green. Wiggling under the neon falling on it. 
Palm trees shaking their heads stupidly this way and that, as though somebody just 
socked them. The wind coming off the ocean not smelling salty but sweet. I 
wondered if Mr. Korman thinks it's pretty here. 

And then I thought all of a sudden of how when we were in Europe last summer 
and in a restaurant in Milan there was this very well-dressed young father at a table 
with some other people and his baby sitting in a high chair beside him and he sat 
there and talked about stocks and bonds or something and sort of absentmindedly 
fed the child with his own fork off his plate. And the baby sat there like a little bird 
with his eyes fastened on his father, opening his mouth when that fork came swing- 
ing over. It was kind of loving in such an easy way. That's my idea of a father's 
love. 

And then we were in France. Because I've always been so interested in Marie 
Antoinette, we looked for her tomb. It's in a little square not far from Madeleine 
Church. It's in sort of like a stone tunnel kitty-corner on the square, crossways on 
an angle from corner to corner. Strange, there's no real front. And inside on one 
end is a statue of Louis the Sixteenth and at the other one of Marie Antoinette. 

These statues were done long after they were guillotined. And the bones were 
identified by some person living beside the burial ground who claimed to have 
seen where their bodies were buried. Seems unlikely, doesn't it? Particularly when 
all those headless bodies were just thrown into one big pit together. Sort of like the 
Tomb of the Unknown Soldier really.

In all that 
professional gear. Tight stretch shorts, bright-colored team shorts, little helmets 
like halves of cantaloupe, and nice legs, churning along. 

But when we passed them I saw they were all old, grayhaired men. I don't mean 
old. But beyond that kind of funky, early middle-aged look that can be kind of 
cute.

And her 
hair was a little shorter. She has bangs and straight hair. Kind of that Louise 
Brooks look.

And she has wonderful eyes, my 
mother. They are the kind of eyes that look like they should be brown, but they're 
blue. You know how most people with brown eyes often have big round eyes? 
Well, she has these big, brown eyes, but they're blue. Kind of a dark blue and 
sometimes in some light they look like they're made out of metal. They kind of 
shine like the finish on a new blue car. I'm very proud of her. I only wish I had 
those eyes.

Our talk tonight at dinner with Mr. Korman has made me think about love. What 
do I really think? The conversation was all right for Hugo to listen to. It was more 
about being witty than anything else. But our Mr. Korman would have been sur- 
prised if I had told him what I really thought. Maybe not. Those kind of studious, 
inexperienced types are always surprising. A lot more has gone on in their lives 
than you might think. I guess a lot more has gone on in everyone's life than others 
might think. 

However, there was that night years ago, on location in France, when the 
director was talking about Grace Kelly. She was still alive then. His father had 
been a director in Hollywood and he had been raised there. He said Grace was 
known as "old mattress back" out there in those days. And I said, "Well, who is 
there among us that doesn't have a story to tell?" And that nice producer, John 
Greene said in a woeful voice, "I don't."

Someone to fend off the world with and sex that 
doesn't move you any more than masturbation. Maybe not as much. 

Well, I certainly missed Fred and his big body when he left me to get married. 
He was studying French in the evenings and lo and behold married his French 
teacher. She wasn't even French. I have often wondered how good her accent was.

Or the 
occasional tortured type, staring soulfully at you as you passed, hoping to be taken 
right there on the hall parquet, I suppose. 

As soon as Mr. Gawain pulled the door shut Glenn Elliott wanted to tussle and I 
was sort of in the mood myself. It was kind of exciting being there on that rickety 
old Victorian bed with all our clothes off while people's feet passed by just outside 
the flimsy casement curtain by our heads. Tackiness is sexy, no doubt about it. 

Glenn Elliott seemed to know his way around this part of town. We ate down on 
Hudson Street at The Sazerac House. A dark cavern kind of place. Our waiter was 
a flighty kind of person who said to the bartender, "Oh, don't talk to me that way,

He 
even made me assistant manager, which means I still sell jeans but I watch the 
store when he goes to lunch. 

I even got Fred/Myrtle a part-time job here. Myrtle lost his job over in Miami 
making dental fixtures, or parts, or whatever you want to call it. He said that 
proved the city is getting younger all the time. Younger people don't need so much 
dental repair work. 

Myrtle is a very presentable young guy as a sales clerk. He doesn't twirl and 
twitch around the store the way he does backstage. I often wonder about that sort 
of wrist-slap gesture gay guys make, and that settling into one hip that goes with it. 
Do you think it's genetic? I mean, you never see women making those gestures. 
My theory, Doctor, is that there's this kind of stewpot of human energy boiling 
away somewhere, and we're just bubbles on the surface. We bubble up, pulling 
with us whatever mix there is of other people's personalities from earlier lives 
when we pop after seventy years or so. Settle back down into the glop, and bits and 
pieces of us bubble up into other people. 

And guys like Myrtle bubble up with bits of women from some other century, 
when they wore bustles or hoopskirts and carried fans and Myrtle keeps snapping 
somebody with that imaginary fan, and twitching that imaginary bustle. 

I like to think that maybe that's the punishment for being a beautiful woman in 
another life and having been cruel and thoughtless to people who loved you. You 
come back as a gay guy and really pay your dues. 



And what about guys like Glenn Elliott and me? In the straight-looking, 
straight-acting category, as the little ads say. At least I like to think so. What's our 
punishment for? Maybe we're the people who were so obsessed with ourselves we 
never could really care about anyone else? Because I don't really feel like a girl. I 
kind of want to feel in love with somebody I'd like to be like. Falling in love with 
myself, only older. And for Glenn Elliott, it's falling in love with himself, only 
younger. Curious, isn't it? I have the funny feeling I want to be part of him, so 
when he's inside me it's sort of like we're one person and coming is like glue. For 
a few moments we are. Heavy. But I don't know what he thinks. If he feels the 
same way or not. I have to ask him. 

It's less mysterious and less frightening to make love with another guy. You 
know what he's feeling. When you put his cock in your mouth, you know what it 
feels like, so you know whether he's enjoying it or not. Somehow it's much easier 
to know another guy. Anyway. I really haven't had much trouble with guys coming 
into Armani who come on to me because they've seen me at the Club. Lots of 
people seem to know me from being in ads. Once in a while somebody says, 
"Didn't I see you at the Bomber Club?" And I say, "I'm too young to go to the 
Bomber Club, and besides it's closed." Which is true. And they forget it.

It's really not hard to sell clothes. You just have to know what's in the store. One 
look at the person and you know what's going to look good on them. Here in 
Miami Beach, of course, there are no normal bodies. Everybody is either 
overweight or so splendid their shoulders are five times wider than their waist. 
Women included. So many fatties. Poor things. Dreaming of love but unable to 
stay away from those nacho chips. As Macha said to her friend Nicole, "You're 
very smart, Nicole. Unfortunately nobody wants to fuck brains. " 
Tough but true. It's only the package that turns you on. I asked Macha once when 
we were at Gertrude's having lunch and all the tables were full of rather ugly 
people staring deeply into each other's eyes, "Is it possible to fall deeply in love 
with somebody who is not attractive?" She looked around the room and said, "Not 
for you and me, not for you and me." 

And as I'm standing there leaning against the counter waiting for either a fatty 
or a dreamboat to walk in, in walks dreamboat Ken. He's looking good. I don't 
know what's happening with Macha and him. I haven't talked to Macha seriously 
in a long time. We've kind of drifted apart, largely because I really don't want to 
talk to her about Glenn Elliott and Mom and me. Quite a little pickle we're in. 

"Hi, Hugo," Ken said. Shook my hand, very manly. He was looking very 
handsome in that kind of Patrick Swayze, what's his name, that guy who lives with 
Goldie Hawn, Kurt Russell style.

The News Cafe people think I'm 
some kind of minor celebrity because of the TV pilot, so they kind of fussed 
around a little bit. It was pretty late so there wasn't any great problem getting a 
table.

Maybe they didn't speak 
English but there was nothing wrong with their sex vocabulary. 

When you showed me that tape I 
never talked about that. Not even with Glenn. I figured Macha is a grown-up. 
You're not her first boyfriend. And whatever is cooking between you is your busi- 
ness. And if you're just seeing her to keep some kind of contact with Glenn, that's 
kind of crazy but that's entirely your business."

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It's June and it's my birthday and to celebrate Myrtle (now Fred) and I went to the 
Henry Rollins Band concert at the Bay- side Amphitheater. Glenn is out of town 
coming back tomorrow and Mom and I will have dinner with him tomorrow night. 
You have to like Henry Rollins because he's so handsome and has that great body, 
even if it's covered in tattoos. He can't sing, of course. But he gets pretty het up all 
the same. He does this funny kind of upstage strut between numbers flexing his 
back, maybe to relax, maybe to show off that "Search and Destroy" slogan across 
his shoulders. He has quite a shtick, but I like his little conversational asides 
between numbers. This kind of sly, not too deep voice that makes you think there's 
another Henry Rollins altogether from the rowdy roughneck tearing up the stage. 
Of course, that's exactly what he wants us to think. He said, "I know, I know you 
want me to throw myself off the stage right onto you, don't you?" And all those 
bikers and their chicks scream their heads off. "Last time I did you tore all my 
clothes off [more screams. He does have a great body...] and beat me with my 
microphone. Nothing doing. I love you but you hospitalize me." Much screaming. 

And he does one great song, "Liar." In it he sings, "You give everything you've 
got but that's all right because it's to me." I don't think all those guys in their 
goatees and Charles Manson T-shirts and their ladies with the tons of awful red 
hair really get it. They just like all the noise and that crashing and cursing and 
howling he does. 

As we drove away in Myrtle's wretched old salt- worn Lincoln convertible, 
Myrtle said, "What's cooking?

Or are you a 
complete asshole for getting all wrapped up in somebody who's just fooling 
around? Oh, Hugo, there have been many, many songs written on this subject." 

"I know, I know, I know," I said, feeling very much like an asshole myself. 



"Is this the good-looking older guy I see you hanging around with? That kind of 
Paul Newman type? The young Paul Newman." I admitted it was. We were 
parking behind Books and Books on Lincoln Road now. I guessed we were 
heading for Gertrude's, where Myrtle likes to hang out. 

"Are you really in love with this guy?" I said I didn't really know. That I 
thought that I was, although my subconscious seemed to be keeping a certain 
amount from me. 

"Well, I like finding out that you are only human, Hugo, my dear. Although you 
are only seventeen today you are a very composed young man, and seemingly 
close to faultless. And for an older guy to want to make out with someone besides 
you is pretty hard to fathom, but who can figure out the mind of man? Having 
known the best, he had to go and treat himself to less than the best, right?" 

"It was somebody he had been having an affair with before he met me." 

"The guy you had lunch with today," Myrtle said, not asked. 

"You don't miss much, do you Fred?" 

He looked up from his pina colada. "I like it when you call me Fred. I'm 
thinking of putting Myrtle Beach away for a long, long rest. No, I do not miss 
much. Least of all when you come back from lunch all red-eyed and stand around 
like a wet chicken all afternoon. That is not the Hugo we all know and love. Maybe 
the guy's lying." 

"He could be, but somehow I don't think he is. Actually, I think he's quite a 
nice guy. It's all mixed up. I think he's jealous and at the same time I think he's 
trying to steer me away from a bad situation. But I don't think that's even very 
important. It's more, what am I supposed to do about.. . with ... to Glenn. I mean, it 
isn't like he's ever said he loved me and wanted to stay with me forever or any of 
that kind of stuff. If I say anything to him he's probably just going to say, 'so 
what?' " 

"Well, look, you can just drop him. Do you want to do that? " 

"No, definitely not. I can't. " For one thing I was going to see him all the time 
at the house when he was with my mom, so saying I didn't want to see him 
anymore was kind of out of the question. "Look, Fred, the big question is, where 
does all this stuff go, anyway? Have you ever known two guys who really stayed 
together?" 

Fred said, "Of course. You see them all the time. Short. Overweight. A pair of 
fussbudgets.

It's easier to ditch the loved one 
and start in on a new project. Until your looks go and then nobody wants to start 
again with you. And you're all alone on the telephone." 

"You're pretty intelligent yourself, Fred," I told him. 

"Want to marry me?" he said. 

"Well, it seems to me a person could do a whole lot worse." 

Fred seemed embarrassed. "Back to your Paul Newman lookalike." 

I said, "I'd just feel so dumb asking him if he loved me and accusing him of 
betraying me by screwing around and all that stuff.

But I was. Mom and Glenn Elliott and I all had supper together. The next night. 
At the Strand. Which wasn't bad. 

They brought out three pieces of cake with candles. It was nice. My gift from 
both of them was a huge beautiful book on Tiepelo, the 18th century Venetian 
painter. My new craze. The last of the Renaissance painters they called him, even 
though the Renaissance was long over. I must say they both do pay attention. At 
least Mom does and drags Glenn along. 

I wasn't working the next day and Glenn asked me if I wanted to go to the 
beach. I could tell by that "nothing is wrong" style of his that he was expecting 
trouble. So I told him no but that I would like to go to Viscaya. I've been there for 
school projects of course, but I've never been there just by myself and it struck me 
that a really weird place like that might be just the place for a really weird 
conversation.

Do you know Viscaya? It's the only house I've ever seen in the United States that 
was built to look European that actually looks European. Or perhaps it's that the 
houses in Europe it resembles that I saw as a child were built to look like some 
kind of fantasyland, and Viscaya inhabits that same fantasyland. On both 
continents they tried to make magic. And they did. 

Viscaya is Italianate. As though it were in southern Italy somewhere. Or more 
Sicily. A big grand villa. When I first came to Miami when Hugo was small we 
visited it, and the central court was still open to the weather, and the big loggia fac- 
ing the sea still had gigantic canvas draperies looped back, to be dropped in bad 
weather. Very dramatic. 

I would have loved to have gone there in its heyday when yachts actually tied 
up to the giant stone gondola just offshore from the landing terrace. How did they 
ferry those lavish visitors to the terrace with all their trunks and dogs and jewels? 

Like the woman who sat across from me at dinner years ago when I was 
modeling. Deedee something. She had planned to cross on the Andrea Dona but at 
the last minute had flown to attend a party in New York, leaving everything on the 
ship. "I lost everything," she said. "My jewels, my furs, my dog, my maid. I lost 
everything." 

Those were the kind of people who came to Viscaya to party. They had to come 
by boat. There were no roads. Just a village of Italian artists to do the building, 
stucco work, frescoes, sculpture. It's a very elaborate house. 

And there must have been other kinds of guests, too, because the owner was 
gay. Confirmed bachelor I suppose they said in those days. The guide book is very 
discreet but they did admit that there were torchlit parties in the gardens and dryads 
and nymphs were to be found in the grottoes. More dryads than nymphs would be 
my guess. 

There's something about that house that suggests liaisons. Stealthy creeping up 
narrow staircases to small bedrooms, beautifully done in First Empire Yellow. 

There's nothing spic-and-span about Viscaya. It's not like those terrible 
Williamsburg places where everything is so fresh and clean. You just know those 
poor old Colonials never lived like that. Not with all those smoky fireplaces. 



But Viscaya has slightly frayed upholstery, worn silk at die windows, 
crumbling edges to the sculpture. Now that it's air- conditioned they'll probably 
put a stop to all that, but for the moment there is still that feeling of rich men 
indulging themselves, good-looking young men of no background advancing 
themselves, lechery and sneaking around and no guilt. That's what probably makes 
it feel so European. No guilt except for that poor guy who built it. His family made 
tractors to allow him all this excess luxury. He probably tossed and turned some 
nights in his painted Venetian bed, unable to forget that Grandpa had marched 
through the furrows behind a mule until it struck him how to improve upon the 
plow. 

Some famous names were attracted to the isolation and sex shenanigans at 
Viscaya. I remember going there before the renovation and seeing reproductions of 
Sargent drawings done at Viscaya displayed along an upper wall. The most 
obscure one showed a naked black male in the sand under a low branch of beach 
grape, the villa scarcely to be seen in the distance across the water, a little sketch 
beyond the curving buttocks in the foreground. This sketch you never see in the 
collections of Sargent works. And I've looked. Nobody wants to add any further 
fuel to the feeling that Sargent must have been homosexual. I certainly hope he 
was. Horrible to think of that uptight guy hanging around all those rich people and 
never having any kind of romantic life at all. 

Hugo and Glenn Elliott are there today. I wonder if they'll pick up on that little 
quiver of illicit romance that hangs in the air there. It is quite fantastic to think that 
this large and beautiful house, filled with beautiful furniture from France and Italy, 
the paintings, the silks and satins, was here in the mangrove swamps when the best 
that the rest of Miami had to offer was wooden boardinghouses and coconut 
plantations. A true Xanadu. When those yachts unloaded their passengers from 
New York and Boston and Philadelphia and perhaps even directly from the 
Continent, they must have felt it was almost a mirage. A mirage filled with 
beautiful Italian boys. And of course, I'm Italian. So I would like these feelings of 
beauty and magic first, morality second. 






I decided I wasn't going to talk about anything. Anything I planned to say was just 
the kind of thing I'd never want to hear. And I certainly didn't want to hear myself 
saying them. 

So I decided on deep pleasure. I love Viscaya and being there with someone I 
love. 

From the parking lot we walked into that leafy reception court, hanging heavy 
with jungle and those stone half-statues, half-pillars, where all the faces have a 
kind of smart-ass look. As though they know something. That you are going to find 
out. 

Then down that inclined road with the streams trickling on each side, the jungle 
still heavy around us. That smell of rotting things and watery plants and heat. 
Pulling you in, wrapping you up. 

And then that big stone house with its tile roofs and shutters, showing up too 
soon, looming over you. So big and heavy, but not scary. Inside, thick tile floors 
and dark walls and little delicate lights set on the walls. I heard the ticket seller say 
to Glenn Elliott, "That's ten dollars for you and your son." An older man, maybe 
an ex-policeman. Where's he been, I wonder? Glenn caught up with me. He looked 
a bit sulky, not liking being thought of as my father, I guess. 

As you first come in there's a little dressing room. Where ladies used to go to 
repair their face powder, I suppose. The small silk-covered chairs, mirrors you can 
hardly see yourself in, the lights are so low. You peer in and you're floating there, 
almost underwater. Blond hair. Brown eyes. Sort of like yourself, sort of not. 
Glenn behind me. Even darker, murkier. He looks at me in the mirror. He puts his 
hands on my hips and pulls me tightly against him. No one is there. We have a 
little paper guide sheet to tell us what we're looking at. 

The big empty drawing room. I can imagine entering it. No ropes to keep out 
tourists in those days. Trying to decide where to sit, with dozens of choices, none 
of them comfortable. And so much cloth. Upholstery, draperies, rugs. Now we 
would never think of being in the tropics with all those yards of cloth around us. 
And all this frail, inlaid wood furniture. Waiting to split and fall apart in the heat 
and humidity and become sad ruins for people to see later and think, How did they 



ever think such delicate wood and painted flowers and woven shining fabric could 
survive? But it did. Long enough for air-conditioning to rescue it. 

The angular, toppling dining room. Like a dining room in some giant stone 
castle in Scotland. High, huge vases standing up above, ready to fall on you. High 
stiff -backed chairs, row facing row. People trying to be amusing. Laughing, raising 
their glasses. You'd have to be awfully drunk to make a go of it. 

Outside in the hall there's a portrait of Mr. Deering, who had the house built. 
Just as wrapped in cloth as his drawing room. A white suit, a shirt, a stiff collar, a 
tie right up under his chin. Little glasses on a round face with round eyes. Slicked- 
down hair, a neat part. I wonder if he was short? He must have been. Hard to 
imagine this big sprawling house his choice. But I guess all that rigid dining room 
furniture, all that prissy upholstery fits in. 

He must have wondered if he really fit in here, all this sun and tropical flowers 
and beating sea. 

Now the center courtyard is glassed over, but I remember being little and 
looking up as it rained down on me and the plants in their big, round pots. We were 
all looking up and sopping up the rain. Mom in the breezeway toward the sea 
calling me to come to her, to come out of the rain. 

Behind her the big, square porch with enormous draperies filled the arches. The 
wind blew through, and looking out across the gray bay, I saw a big stone gondola 
raising its ends just offshore. That's the most magic part. Supposedly when people 
arrived by boat they tied up to the gondola. But I wonder. It's more like a statue, or 
a stage set. Looking over the stone gondola to Key Biscay ne in the distance you 
can imagine that Key Biscayne is the mainland of reality, and here we are on an 
island of unreality. 

Today the sea is very blue, the distant key very green, and the gondola very 
white in the sharp, sharp sun, carved more deeply with black shadows. The clouds 
are piled up higher and higher in twirling peaks.

So this is women's football?" 

"Yes, it's topless football. There's a national league. Who are they playing? The 
Toronto Tits? Or the Buffalo Bosoms?" Fred asked, sorting out the sale T-shirts, 
which the customer had thoroughly messed up without buying any. 

"I can't believe this, Fred." I started helping him fold and pile. "Here, this is a 
medium. Football hurts. What happens when they get tackled? Why bother 
wearing a helmet if you're breasts are bare?"

Of course, at half-time while we're getting hot dogs, they appear. I introduce 
them to Macha as Roberto and Eduardo and explain that Roberto is a friend of my 
mother's. He had his "don't blink an eye" number down cold, but I noticed that his 
little friend bobbled around a little, so he knows. 

They decided to come over to our section and sit behind us for the second half of 
the game, the only interesting part of which was when they threw dollar bills down 
from the rafters to keep people in their seats. It was pretty clear that the Hooters 
were not going to get inspired. I got the feeling they didn't care very much. What 
with all the smoke-cloud introductions and spidermen and Hootettes, they probably 
don't feel a lot different about their show than the strippers did down at the 
Bomber Club. That's showbiz. 

At third quarter Roberto and Eduardo got pretty insistent about our joining them 
after the game and we were pretty hooked because Macha kind of dug them. She 
would, with her taste for weird. 

She even came up with the idea that we should all go to the Winter Palace on 
Lincoln Road. Seems that she and her friend Gale have been going there on 
weekends for the fun. "It's quite different from the Bomber Club and the Paragon," 
she said. "Quite different, you'll see. It's a little raunchier. " Eduardo and Roberto 
perk up. "But it's quite a different kind of crowd. It's great!"

I took him in 
my mouth without the condom for a few pulls. "That's just to warm you up a 
little," I said. And then I tore the condom pack open and unrolled it down him. Ben 
had come over and was sitting down on the other arm. John was already stretched 
back with his eyes shut. So I did the sucking. Glenn was massaging his pectorals. 
Ben had his hand under his ass with a couple of fingers in him. He had his hands in 
my hair and was groaning and bucking all over the place. Pretty exciting even if 
you wish you weren't involved. 

Glenn pulled the condom off and washed him up with a washcloth. Then he 
started undressing and said, "Well, what's next? Or should I say, who's next?" 

I said, "I've got to go. School tomorrow. " And started toward the door. Glenn 
said, "You're being an awful spoilsport, Hugo." I said, "I think you'll have plenty 
of fun without me. I played the game. Now I want to go." My voice was getting a 
little shaky so I knew I had to go. 

Glenn was out of his clothes pretty much by now. Except for his sweatsocks. 
And Ben had everything off but his T-shirt. Sexy guys, no kidding, but not for me. 
John was pulling his jeans back up. I went out the door and down the stairs. John 
came down the stairs pulling on his T-shirt. Somehow he had his loafers back on, 
or were they ever off? 

"I'm coming with you," he said. "You can't," I told him. "I'm going home and 
I've got my bike." I really felt like crying now. But big boys don't cry, big boys go 
home to their mother. 

"Why don't you ride me over to the Kent Hotel, then?" John said. "The Kent?" 
I turned around and looked at him from my bike. "We have reservations at the 
Kent. We were going to go over there later. And I don't even know where it is." 

"It's over on Collins. Come on. I'm not going to give you a ride but I'll go over 
there with you. " And we trundled through the tropical streets of Miami Beach. Me 
pedaling slowly. Him walking beside me, touching me on my back from time to 
time. And he talked and talked. About how he had been thinking about me a lot. 
And how he realized after tonight that I wasn't really into this scene with my 
father. And I told him that Glenn wasn't my father, that maybe he was my lover, I 
wasn't sure about that, and I did not tell him that Glenn was my mother's lover. I 
didn't think the whole scene needed to look any tackier than it already did. 



And I deposited him at the Kent. And let him go in and struggle with the desk 
clerk himself. Wandering in out of the night in a T-shirt. They couldn't care less. A 
lot of stuff had wandered in out of the night and into a bed at the Kent. 

Home I went. Thinking about all this open relationship stuff and how Aristotle 
said, "Once is a learning experience, twice is decadence." And so on. Glenn just 
loves to get excited and then forget it. We are not the same people. 
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The storms have been circling us for days. Great piles of clouds rumbling, cracking 
in the distance. There are high winds in Fort Lauderdale. Drenching rains in Dania. 
Wind and rain and storm circling, circling, but here in Miami Beach the sun 
continues to shine, the breezes blow, trudgers move back and forth to the beach 
with their folding chairs and umbrellas, and towels. Hurricane warnings are long 
overdue. 

It's sort of Last Days ofPompei-ish except that it happens every year. The big 
storms are reported out at sea. You can kind of imagine them raging over nothing, 
strong enough to push over buildings, with nothing to push over except waves. 
Brainlessly wandering around until they come in contact with something worth 
knocking down. Like us. 

All the time we've been here, every hurricane season is like this. The storms are 
offshore. Everyone's nervous that something is going to happen, nobody believes 
that it really will. Los Angeles has its earthquakes. We have our hurricanes. 

Nobody you run into has ever actually been in one. I saw pictures taken from the 
air over Miami Beach in 1925 when the last big one hit head-on. There were just a 
few lone palm trees sticking up here and there. There wasn't even much foliage 
left. Miami Beach was in its Venetian period then, so you can tell the buildings that 
survived because they have a kind of plastery Grand Canal look. 

I read somewhere that then people knew so little about hurricanes that when the 
first half passed and the eye of the storm was overhead everyone thought the storm 
was over and headed back in their cars across the wooden causeway that connected 
the beach to the mainland in those days. When the other side of the hurricane hit, it 
just swept all those cars right off into the bay. That's the main reason quite a few 
people were lost. 

There had also been a train down to Key West built back in the end of the last 
century. Down through all the keys. Another storm took that out and killed a lot of 
train line workers who were in a camp down on one of the keys. The sea went right 
over their key and the only survivors were a few men who were lucky enough to 
get caught in some trees. 

It makes you think. And not think. Everybody's afraid. And no one has any real 
plan. Only when the TV told us that Hurricane Andrew was heading directly for 
the beach did everyone get panicky. And of course the weather report was wrong. 



I'd been out prowling around with Macha and Myrtle. The usual night weather. 
Those winds that come and go. Clouds pink against the navy blue sky, reflecting 
the city lights across the bay. Something dramatic, something romantic in the air. 
But it always is in Miami Beach. Drama or its potential is nothing new to us. 

So I was pretty surprised when Mom woke me up at 7:00 and said, "This is it! 
That Hurricane Andrew we've been hearing about will be here today. So up and at 
'em." 

Macha checked in early. She was heading over to Coconut Grove to stay with 
Ken and wanted us to come over there. This does not bode well, I thought, but 
Macha talked to Mom and she thought it was a good idea. We should get off the 
beach but she didn't want to go far away. And no use going north and trying to 
find a motel. We'd have to leave immediately and even then it was a question of 
whether we'd find anything. And Mom wasn't going to leave her house unprepared 
for the storm. 

I called Myrtle, who of course knew little about what was going on, and told 
him to go down to Ken's also. He doesn't really know Ken so he didn't think much 
about it. He just thought it was cool that we'd all be together during the storm. 

What surprised me was that Glenn Elliott didn't object. I think he likes to play 
with fire. The idea of going through the storm with his old boyfriend, his new 
boyfriend, and his girlfriend probably struck him as a good scenario. What I'm 
kind of beginning to pick up about Glenn Elliott is that he doesn't really project 
what's going to happen with anything. He lives in the minute. A storm is heading 
our way and we have to go somewhere else. Someone suggests we go somewhere 
else and that's cool. Is that dumb or is that smart? He's just a completely different 
kind of animal. Like Mom and I are cats and he's a dog. That's probably why we 
like him. 

So we hauled everything we could upstairs: the books, the dishes, the rug, the 
smaller furniture. We packed up food to take with us, we pulled the mattresses off 
the beds and leaned them against the windows. Glenn Elliott and I took a run past 
the lumber company to see about plywood. They were staging the sinking of the 
Titanic there. The lumber company wouldn't dream of cutting wood to any size in 
good weather. Now they could really show disdain for the peasants. The fact that 
the lumber company employees are all Spanish speaking and their customers all 
Anglos has to have something to do with it. Not very often they can treat them like 
shit and have them come back for more. We decided not to bother. There was such 
a mob waving money around, it was almost better to let destruction roar over you 
than to be one of those hysterical assholes. On that much, Glenn and I agreed. 

By this time we had stuff upstairs, the mattresses in place, the cats in the house 
and food and water out for them, and the kitty litter box freshly filled. It was really 



and truly time to leave. Mom said cats were great survivors and would climb up to 
the driest and safest place in the house, and she couldn't take all five of them over 
to Ken's and she wasn't going to play favorites. So they were left in the house. 

I called Macha over at Ken's and told her we were on our way. I asked her if 
she had storm-proofed her place before she left. Her parents were still in the Grand 
Tetons, where they go every summer, and hadn't called. Or had she called them? 
She had put their four or five cats in the house with food, turned on the police 
alarms, and split. "What if they come home and find the place a wreck?" I asked 
her. "Fuck 'em," she said. Oh, Macha. So independent. So sassy. How I admire 
her. 

It was after lunch when we left and we must have been among the last. The 
highways were completely empty. I thought about Mrs. Rasmussen, the old lady 
who lives behind us. We asked her to come with us but she refused. Maybe she's 
incontinent. Maybe she doesn't like to meet new people. Maybe she just figures 
that if the hurricane wrecks everything she'd just as soon be wrecked along with it. 

There were no cars on Royal Palm. There were no cars on Alton Road. There 
were no cars on MacArthur Causeway, and nothing moving on 1-95. It was like 
one of those movies where some kind of germ bomb has done away with all the 
people but left everything else. The sun was shining. The clouds were drifting 
about. The palm trees doing their usual restless thing. Maybe the weather people 
had dreamed the whole thing up. But when we got out of the car at Ken's place 
there was something kind of whiny about the wind. You could have easily ignored 
it, but knowing something was lurking you could sense a kind of light steadiness 
about the wind. It wasn't coming and going, it was there. Not strong, but sort of 
like the Chinese water torture, steadily pressing on without any letup. 

There was no sign of any people around Ken's house either. He had a nice little 
house behind a bigger house. I'm sure the neighbors were peering out from behind 
their blinds as these people suddenly descended on this little place, long after 
everyone else was inside cowering under their beds. 

Myrtle's car was pulled up behind Macha' s Miata in the driveway and we 
parked behind them. I didn't see a car for Ken. Maybe he had it tucked away in 
someone's garage somewhere. 

Inside, Macha was seated on the couch between Ken and Myrtle, watching the 
television. It was all weather, of course. Nothing much seemed to be happening. 
There was something really weird about seeing those weather dorks, all painted 
and styled and coiffed, talking in those reassuring voices about the incoming 
hurricane presently traveling with a force of 120 miles an hour heading in the 
direction of the Fountainbleu Hotel. As though somehow talking about it 
controlled it. I had the fantasy of the hurricane suddenly blowing the wall out of 
the TV studio, rain knocking their hair down in their eyes, their clothes getting 



soaked as they struggle to point to the chart to point out that the hurricane is in fact 
right on fucking top of them. Would that be great or what? 

So here's what we all did. Mom bustled about putting the food away. Even 
though we knew the electricity was probably going out, for the time being we 
could put the milk and eggs away. Ken wanted Mom and Glenn to take his 
bedroom but Mom said that they couldn't do that and inconvenience him in his 
own home. Always a lady. She thought they'd be fine on the old foldout couch and 
she'd brought a couple of sleeping bags for Myrtle and me. That would leave the 
bedroom for Ken and Macha. "You can forget that," Macha said from the kitchen 
where she was making grilled cheese sandwiches for everyone, including Ken's 
dog. Everybody was so cool. Ken just cheerfully said that he didn't suppose 
anybody was going to sleep a lot that night anyway and why didn't we just fall 
down anyplace when we were tired? As it turned out he was so right. 

I think Mom figured out that spending the night with a lot of people in a 
hurricane was going to be like taking care of a lot of kids. She had a jigsaw puzzle 
with her and her candles and set things up on Ken's dining table so people could 
keep busy. The wind was picking up more and more and the plucky folks on the 
weather station were still at it. What they were able to tell us before the lights went 
out was that Hurricane Andrew was veering south away from Miami Beach and 
was in fact now heading right for Coconut Grove. Where we had been just lucky 
enough to go. 

What Glenn Elliott did was just lie low. It was sort of like he wasn't there. He 
watched a little television, he helped put things away in the kitchen. I think only I 
noticed that he always stayed as far away as possible from Ken. When we arrived, 
everyone said hello to everyone without introductions so I guess everyone just 
assumed that everyone else knew each other. But of all of us, Glenn Elliott knows 
Ken best and knows if he's going to go all to pieces in the middle of the night 
telling the world about who's sleeping with whom here. 

Doesn't seem too likely as Ken is bustling about being the host with the most. 
Filling the tub with water in case we run out. Giving the dog a tranquilizer when he 
started to whine with the rising wind. Opening the windows to let the air through 
so the roof wouldn't pop off. Getting a mop and buckets ready if we had a lot of 
water coming in. Basically I think Ken is a good guy. He just thought, like all of us 
do, that love would take care of itself. And is kind of stressed out to find that it 
doesn't. 

Macha and Ken were working on the puzzle when the lights went out about 
nine o'clock. Myrtle was his usual funny self and helped a lot to lighten the stress. 
He certainly knows something is cooking between Glenn and me and maybe he 
thinks Glenn and Mom is just some sort of cover-up activity for Glenn. He doesn't 
know that Ken figures in anywhere more than as a sort of casual boyfriend of 



Macha's. So he's just hanging with people he likes and getting through the night. 
He's a brave person and one of my first choices for a hurricane companion. 

Macha is the coolest of the cool. She doesn't know where Ken fits into this but 
she's sleeping with him, I would guess, so must have some sense he's not one 
hundred percent heterosexual. She's quick about this stuff and it well may be that 
she's sussed the whole thing out and is just sitting on it. If there's no solution, 
there's no problem in her book. It's just a situation. In the meantime she's going to 
fool around with Myrtle doing the jigsaw puzzle and not show the least bit of 
nervousness that the wind is really beginning to slam through the trees outside. 

And there's me. Trying to be helpful. Making sure that I talk to Ken and tell 
him how great his house is and ask about his car (It's in the landlord's garage at the 
front of the house. They're gone.) and not be aloof. And not be too chatty with 
Glenn Elliott so no one thinks we know each other any better than the son of his 
girlfriend should. 

It's not easy, subterfuge and deception. 
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So what do you say about a hurricane? It was as if we got smaller and smaller. 
Intimidation and diminishing I think would be the words to describe the 
experience. 

At first we all sat huddled in the living room in the dark, with a few candles 
flickering. Macha and Hugo's friend Fred gamely tried to keep working on the 
jigsaw I brought but the wind through the slightly opened windows kept blowing 
the candles out. As the wind built I realized that the house we were in was a frail 
construction. We were protected to a degree by the big house in front of us, but we 
had been stupid not to go there. The owners were away and even if we had to break 
in, we would have been much safer. By the time we hurricane-virgins realized 
what we had gotten ourselves into, it was too late to venture outdoors. 

The noise of the wind was so loud that it became no noise — a kind of 
gigantesque white noise. A loud knocking began on the roof. I don't know what it 
was, there were no trees close enough for limbs to be striking the tiles. It was as 
though the wind was so strong it was almost a solid thing, like waves of wood 
itself. 

This little house has a hallway leading to the bathroom and the bedrooms and I 
got everybody to move in there. We took some blankets and pillows and cushions 
with us. We huddled there with the doors closed like a bunch of frightened 
puppies, all sort of huddling together. Glenn and I sat side by side with our knees 
up and the others cuddled up to us. My brave Hugo sheltered Macha and Fred by 
bracing himself against the door. 

Funny, isn't it, that when the same unpleasant thing goes on and on and on 
there's a sense of no time. Just we tiny little things caught up in this great noise. 

A squashed ant must feel this way just as that great sole descends upon it. So 
tiny in proportion to the forces around it. Despair isn't part of it. Or anguish. It's 
just the reality of you, the tiny thing. And it, the huge force. You just wait, to see if 
it's going to crush you or not. And the waiting doesn't go on and on. It just is. 

The house trembled and there was a feeling that the whole thing might just fly 
apart. You could really feel the wood tugging at the nails. It wanted to go. Macha 
said, "I think we should all get into the bathroom." Maybe because it was even 
smaller it seemed safer. But crawl in we did, letting the water out of the tub so 



there was a little more room for us. Six adults in a bathroom. I suppose there are 
many jam-packed bathrooms tonight. 
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Well, the wind blew and the shit flew. Very interesting to see how people behave 
in what might be their last hours. I guess we're all scared, although I'm not so 
much really. It's not that kind of panic you get before you go onstage and you 
wonder if you're crazy to think anybody is going to want to watch you. Maybe I'm 
just too young to believe anything can really happen to me. It's all sort of 
happening on television. 

God, that wind isn't happening on television. The curtains are standing straight 
out from the window. And there's kind of a rumbling on the roof like the ocean is 
breaking right over us. 

Everybody here is sort of at their most essential. Macha gets high on the 
adventure, I think. She'll be lording it over her parents for the rest of their lives 
that she rode out the big hurricane while they were out of town. 

She's not one little bit afraid. She'd probably get a big kick out of being whirled 
over the treetops and out to sea, even if they were her last moments. She's sort of 
sitting by herself, hugging her knees, listening. I think she knows this will never 
happen to her again and she doesn't want to miss a minute. 

Hugo and his mom, they're just alike. They are the caretakers, they want to 
make sure that everybody else is taken care of. Bustling around, making sure the 
doors are locked and the windows open. Their big concern is the rest of us. Takes 
their minds off themselves. If your parents are your role models, he's got a good 
one. He was lucky his dad was out of the picture, that creep from Brazil. I hope 
he's out on Fisher's Island being swept out to sea right this minute. Funny how 
nonfaggots always want to think that an overprotective mother and a dad that's out 
of the picture turn you into a homosexual. My dad was certainly out of the picture 
but overprotective was hardly the word for Mom. All those kids, going out to clean 
house somewhere all the time. It was like a boardinghouse. She just felt relieved 
every time someone grew up and left home. I've got to send her some money; 
she's still got Phil and Dolores on her hands. 

I think you want to go to bed with that part of you that's missing. Always was 
missing. Never was there. Never should have been there. That's why when boys 
are growing up they want to sleep with other men. Stronger muscles. Bigger cocks. 
What they want to have. Unless, of course, they have them already. And then 
nature kicks in and you feel like dominating women or you don't. If you yourself 



feel enough like what a woman feels, you don't have much urge to make yourself 
feel good at their expense. 

That's certainly what's going on with Hugo and that guy Glenn. Glenn's 
handsomer than practically anybody, so who wouldn't want to be in touch with 
that? He's one of those guys who's just sitting around waiting to fuck. You wonder 
how they ever find the time or interest to work. You can just feel those vibrations. 
Fucking is what they like to do best. And what they do best. 

Funny how these situations just sort of roll up into place and they don't seem 
hard to understand at all when you're there with them. I mean, here's this guy 
popping it to Hugo and his mother and it all seems sort of normal. Hugo is such a 
prince he wants his mother to be happy. The guy Glenn is such a fucking machine 
he just does what feels good and it doesn't even occur to him that this could be a 
pretty messy situation he's gotten himself into. I can't quite figure out why Iris 
doesn't get it. Her husband was gay, she was a model, she knows how the world 
works. But she hasn't really tipped that Hugo's making out with her boyfriend. Or 
is she making out with his boyfriend? I think he saw him first, by about five 
minutes. Yeah, Macha, I think you're right. I think we should all move into the 
bathroom. This place is really rocking and rolling. 

Let's see, we'll let the water out of the tub. I'm going to sit down here beside the 
sink. Let's put that laundry hamper out in the hall. Glenn is going to sit on the 
toilet.... no, Iris is going to sit on the toilet and Glenn is snuggling down beside her 
with his arm around her. Ken and Macha can go in the tub, sort of like they're 
bobsledding. And that lovebug Hugo can squeeze the door shut and sit with his 
back against it. Come here, you little blond noodle, I'll put my arm around you so 
we can hug each other tightly out of sheer fright or something. He's really a sweet 
kid. We're really good friends even though we did get it on that night. He needed 
it. Funny how a fuck can calm you right down. 

So here we are. I don't quite get the picture on this guy Ken. I don't think 
there's much of anything going on with Macha and him. She'd be all over him if 
there was. He's got that kind of gay look models have. Nothing really fidgety, but 
everything is calculated to attract. Men. Women like a nice ass, I know, but it's not 
the first thing they look for. 

Gay guys really are kind of sappy. Women have it all over them. They're just 
like the kind of guys who read Playboy. Except the young blonds with big chests 
that they're after are other guys. They buy the package and then they're stuck with 
the stuff inside for the rest of their lives. Not really, of course. But you'd think 
they'd learn after a couple of trial runs. Women do. But gay guys never. To the end 
of their days they still want to latch up with a male bimbo. Well, not all. There are 
always those guys who like the really swishy ones. I always tell the flighty little 
fillies that they should butch it up a little. If a guy wants a girl there are plenty of 
real ones around. But that's not entirely true. A lot of those long-term relationships 



are with a pretty straight-acting guy and one of those butterfly boys. But some of 
those kids are really hung and I'd guess they're doing their Donna Reed number 
around the house and going upstairs and pronging the old man a good one. That's 
the secret of their success. Weird. Twirling around the house in an apron and then 
climbing aboard and screwing the daylights out of their hubby. Weird, weird, 
weird. You never know, you never know. 

Why hasn't anybody had to go to the bathroom? That would be a real trip. 
Sitting here in the dark taking a big crap with five other people jammed up around 
you. Probably, like everything else, it's all on hold, and when this is all over there 
will be six large dumps to be accomplished. 

This is kind of okay. Sitting here with my warm little Hugo in my arms, a 
banging on the roof like some kind of giant would like to come in. Everyone just 
sitting silently, breathing, holding. Maybe the pipes and the weight of the bathroom 
stuff is protecting us more. I don't know. We're sort of like sextuplets sitting in the 
womb, waiting to be born. The world is out there, crashing and smashing about, no 
wonder we don't want to go out there. But sooner or later, whether we're forcibly 
snatched out or whether we just walk out, one way or another we are going to be 
born. 
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This is definitely cool. . . sitting in a bathtub locked in the arms of a geek with the 
roof about to blow off. I love it. I love it. I love it. It's like an old Dorothy Lamour 
movie. If I let myself go I could be very romantic. And here I am, sitting in a bath- 
room with one other woman and four men and they're all queer. The men, that is. 

Queerness is such a strange thing. Not at all what you thought when you were 
ten years old and you rode your bike down to Ocean Drive and Billy Bernstein 
said, "That's a faggot" at some guy who just looked short and blond, and then he 
yelled, "Faggot! Faggot! " And we had to ride away real fast. You thought they 
were boys who acted like girls, and we used to make life hell for that poor kid, 
Remy something or other, in the eighth grade. Well, we girls didn't, actually, but 
the boys did. Just because he wanted to play with us at recess and wasn't any good 
at sports. 

I don't get it. All the really great-looking guys, the guys you could really get 
interested in, are gay. It's true. None of these guys are girly. Well, Myrtle can be. 
But a lot of the time he isn't. Hugo was on the swimming team. Ken told me he 
played basketball in college. Glenn Elliott was in the Marines. Maybe the whole 
world is queer and they just haven't told women about it. So we don't get 
disappointed. 

Well, it makes sense, sort of. The one time I did get it on with Ken he didn't 
really like the smoochy part. The good part. Not a great kisser. And you kind of get 
the feeling that playing with your breasts and that sort of stuff is like something he 
read about in a manual. They just want to get it in and let nature take its course. I 
mean, if you don't know what good is you could really be disappointed, No 
wonder Peggy Lee sings, "Is that all there is?" As soon as Ken got his jollies he 
was out of there. He probably figures I'm too young and too much in love to know 
the difference anyway. When I was looking for a T-shirt and found those sex 
magazines in his drawer it did not come as much of a surprise. I do not think that 
heterosexuals are very interested in Play girl or Blue Boy. Not to mention Honcho, 
Hard, and some of those other little beauties he had. In a way it makes him more 
interesting and in some ways it doesn't. 

I guess I'm just old-fashioned enough to want to be a real turn-on for the man in 
my life. Whoever he might be. 

I should probably think about the fact that I know so many gay guys. I really 
don't want to be known as a fag hag before I even graduate from high school. But 
going to someplace like the Winter Palace makes me feel free. Like I'm a little gay 



guy myself. No plans to get married. No ideas about how many kids I'm going to 
have. What kind of career my husband will have. Where I want to live. What kind 
of house it will be and what kind of furniture and will I work after the children 
come? Out the window. Just jiving around to the music and I'm not even a cute 
gay guy. Nobody's paying any attention to me. No problems. There's a lot to be 
said for it. And in my head I suppose not being able to get pregnant is all a part of 
it. Could get AIDS, of course, but you have to sleep with somebody first to get 
that. It's just the fun of it down at the Winter Palace. So much more fun than that 
awful place Prince has on Washington. Do I look all right? Will somebody find me 
attractive? Who gives a shit, right? This whole business of being good enough for 
somebody to love you is really boring. 

And look at all the people who are gay and all the saps who don't know and 
don't want to believe it. The one who's such a big singer, looks a little bit like 
Elvis. In all his interviews he's always talking about how his heart was broken and 
he's taking a long time to get over it. Please. One of these days somebody besides 
me is going to notice he still lives with his mother. 

And the one who's making all the action movies now. Started out doing a gay 
play in Canada. He didn't get to Hollywood because they loved the way he did 
Hamlet. Really wild when you think about it, all these girls going to bed dreaming 
about him at night and he couldn't care less. And he doesn't even bother to pretend 
he's got a girlfriend. The interviewers just skip the subject. 

And what'sername. One review I read said in her last movie she played the role 
of a heterosexual very well. Wild. I guess little by little the public can be brought 
around to be interested in seeing somebody in a movie they know they haven't got 
any hope of sleeping with. They haven't anyway if they'd just think about it. 

And there's that little Prince. In my brief life I have learned that men who like 
to pose nude and wear a lot of makeup are probably not interested in girls. Michael 
Jackson. I guess it's easier to just slip off into being a nut case than dealing with it.
